A SWISS BANK BOODLER 

13 Arrested for Defalcations of Three Million 
Francs. 

Berne, May 23. — HerrSchcnck, manager 
of the St. Gall branch of the Federal Bank, 
liua been arrested for embezzling the funds 
of the institution. The amount that he has 
taken is at least 3, 000, (100 francs, and proba- 
bly 3,500,000. The embezzlement has been 
in progress for several years. Large 
amounts of securities received by the bank 
were disposed of by Sclicnck through agents 
in other cities. It is tdill a mystery how he 
stole so persistently and boldly without be- 
ing discovered before, audit is believed that 
other ollicials of the hank must have been in 
collusion with him. ISo positive informa- 
tion has been obtained as to Schenck's dis- 
position of the money. His salary was 
8,000 francs, and he did not apparently 
live beyond it. He frequently went to 
Goneva, however, and it is reported from 
there that he had in that city an indepen- 
dent domestic establishment, which "no kept 
in line style, under an assumed name. He 
was known to have speculated moderately 
in railway stocks, but ho was not a 
plunger. Ho was a 1'rotestant of appar 
ently great piety, and was ' con- 
spicuous in charitable and muni- 
cipal enterprises. At the time 
of his arrest, it was believed that Schenek 
was preparing to sturt with some of his 
plunder for the United States, where he 
has friends. None of the money has been 
recovered, although he is thought to have 
some of it concealed. The Geneva police 
have been notified to look for the house 
he is reputed to have kept there and 
to search it carefully. Schenck's 
embezzlement leaves the bank in a sorry 
plight. Since tho beginning of 189] the 
total loss, including tho sum taken by 
Schenek, has been 111,000,000 francs und the 
entire reserve of the bank has been spent.

From tho rolling ocean there 
came a pleasant breeze tempering the heat and 
spreading wide the folds of the hundreds of 
flags of all nations, which floated proudly 
over the ships and on nearly all the public 
buildings. 

Truly it was a perfect day ; not an attri- 
bute was lacking. Like Milton's descrip- 
tion of the nuptial day:

.Shed their solectest. influence ; the earth 
Dave signs of gratulation, and each hill; 
.Joyous tho birds; fresh sales and gentle airs

Flnne; rose, Hung odours from tho spicy shrub.' i 
Every incoming train and boat added to 
the number of visitors. Tho hotels, board- 
ing houses and restaurants were taxed to 
their capacity, every available room being 
e.UIed iuto requisition and there were some 
indeed who were unable to get even this 
accommodation. It is satisfactory, how- 
ever, to know that no one with patience 
enough to wait for a turn had to go hungry, 
as special precautions were taken by tho 
bote! keepers to have their larders well 
stocked. For the rest, that is tho lodging, 
a number of cots were called into requisi- 
tion and every one was supplied. The street 
curs all day long did a rushing business 
moving the people around from pluce to 
place, und conveying them to and from the 
scenes ot the different amusements. There 
was a great deal of grumbling at the service 
hut not more than is usual under like cir- - 
cumatances, and the street car company of- 
ficials did all iu their power to put ten peo- 
ple into the space that should have been 
occupied by one. The American visitors 
"kicked" more or less about their coin being 
barred out and yet there was no help for it 
and those who hadn't any of the Canadians 
silver had to stand the loss. 

Lust night the city was illuminated, 
almost every residence being brilliantly 
lighted up. Tho visitors attended the con- 
certs and other amusements und then took 
a hand in the fun the different victors were 
having over their success. First-class order 
was preserved, and every one, losers as well 
as winners, seemed in the best of spirits. 
Taken altogether, the day was most 
thoroughly enjoyable. The different events 
down oil tho programme come oil' in the 
order stated. Full details of the snorts, 
etc., follow :

At !) o'clock the ring that had boon 
pitchid for the baseball game between Ta- 
coma and the James Bay Club was crowded 
ten deep with interested spectators, the 
number including a great many visitors 
from tho other side, all desirous of seeing 
the American boys carry off the honors. 
The local team was not without its multi- 
tude of supporters und cheers given heartily 
und without stint for both sides rang out 
continually during the progress of the game. 
Victoria won, and the match throughout, 
though well contested, never at any stage 
looked glum for the Bays. They "bested" 
their opponents in every phase ot the science 
of baseball, and tho result was a triumph 
for the winners, such as they have never 
before experienced, which was brought 
about solely by constant and careful prac- 
tice. 

The score of I t to 4 tells the talo without 
comment. As usual, Jackson in the box 
was a host in himsolf and time ufter time 
his excellent work was loudly applauded. 
The feature of the game, and it affords 
genuine gratification to be able to say so, 
was the spirit of manliness and the gentle- 
manly way in wnich it was contested from 
beginning to end. Not a single instance of 
rough woik or "rattling" was experienced; 
in fact, the boys seemed to realize that they 
were out for the honor of Victoria and the 
City of Destiny, and with the greatest care 
avoided any attempt at hoodlumism or un- 
necessary display of temper. 

Tucoma went lirst to the bat, the tirst 
game being quick and decisive. Whistling 
went to bat, and a missed third strike gave 
him first, a stolen base and two wild pitches 
giving him the run, and Anderson, who fol- 
lowed, hit a two bugger, which went for 
nothing, the two following batsmen going 
out at drst. No more runs were scored by 
the visitors until the fifth innings, when, on 
two errors, and a hit by Bunnell, Pnpo 
scored. The sixth and seventh 
unproductive. In the eighth, 
ter two men had struck out' an 
error by Gus Gowen, a two-base hit 
by Evans, a single by Anderson and an 
error by Ha'nnan added two runs to Ta- 
oomu's total. 

Widdowson who began for Victoria with 
his first strike hit well over to centre for a 
two-bagger.

To those who had charge of the bicycle 
races, one compliment must be paid — the 
programme was entered upon promptly at 
the hour set, 1 1 o'clock, and there was the 
least possible delay in keeping the ball, or 
rather the bicycle, rolling, after the tirst 
race had been called. Of course, breathing 
timo had to be given between the contests, 
as it was the few that made up the racing 
material. Lawrenceson's friends experienced 
keen disappointment to leurn his decision, 
when he came on tho track, that he would 
not ride. The reason was u simple one — 
the man with tho spWnkler had done his 
work so thoroughly that the track was 
sticky almost all tho way round, while 
thoso in the first race had difficulty iu 
steering clear of tho pools of water with 
which the course was decorated. 

Ncurly all of the outsiders who hud en- 
tered — Laurenceson, Mason, Walton and 
Emanuels, of Vancouver, the Deeinings, of 
Nanainio, Johnstone, of Fairhaven, and one 
or two others — realized that it would bo 
dangerous as well as useless to attempt 
speed on such a course, the majority having 
trained on a cinder path, and so contented 
themselves with the spectator's position. 

When the first event on the programme 
was called and the wheels brought to the 
tipe there could not have been fewer 
than 10,00J people on the hillside, 
making it bright with many colors. 
As usual the immense crowd felt 
in duty bound to monopolize the greater 
part of the track, and, as usual also, tho 
police appeared utterly incompetent to pre- 
vent them, Tho natural result was that 
delays could not be avoided, accidents were 
averted only by good luck, and the wheels- 
men rode their races at considerable un- 
necessary disad vantage, 

The races themselves were keen and ex- 
citing, and the winners' time is something 
they may well be proud of. Westminster's 
.men as usual backed their representative 
for all the money they could get tukera for, 
and the performance of the Royal City boy 
abundantly justified the confidence placed 
in him. 

Wlv n Turner started, he started to win. 
He rode with discretion, style and ease, 
took everything that came his way, and 
emerged from the lust and hardest contest of 
tho day merely Hushed, and with the best 
two mile time that has been made in British 
Columbia to his credit. The Beacon Hill 
track is a none- too-good road course and 
5.54 for two miles on an uneven road is not 
slow travelling. Jeffrec was a disappoint- 
ing surprise, and although he did his best 
beyond a doubt, the Wanderers will have 
to look elsewhere for a champion. While 
he did not touch his best time made in prac- 
tice, that time as noted by his trainer does 
not touch Turner's, though the Westminster 
man cannot be as familiar with tho 
track and would no doubt improve his speed 
on becoming acquainted with it. In Moody, 
who had taken no one into his counsel, 
and only made his appearance as a contest- 
ant at the last moment, the home club met 
with their most, agreeable surprise ; he en- 
tered to fill a field of live, riding a borrow- 
ed wheel, which he had never before mount- 
ed, and rode his race with good judgment, 
finishing first in safety. Every on o will, no 
doubt, lie anxious to take him in hand now; 
he seems to have good material in him, and 
the Wanderers want a eliumpion who can 
race Turner, Laurenceson, et al, to a finish. 
With this champion, the long-promised 
cinder path, neat and comfortable club 
rooms, and the standard which Brother 
Simpson has agreed to supply, the club see 
nothing more to wish for.

This was unquestionably the raco of the 
day, and it abundantly proved the grit as 
well as the wind and muscle of tho West- 
minster boy. Pneumatics only were entered, 
Tiedcmano coining in on a Brantford of the 
latest typo. He was given "200 yards, 
and Potter 150, and against this handicap 
many protests were heard. The 
conditions were to handicap wheels, 
not men, they said, and all the 
pneumatics should start on the scratch. 
Turner said very little ; he wrote out a for- 
nul protest, and put it in his pocket after 
giving notice that ho would appeal. The 
men were started with the drop of the 
handkerchief— not a very satisfactory 
method, mid which caused two seconds loss 
to Turner at the start. He was in Victoria 
to win, however, and he at once started to 
make up the big handicap. Potter took tho 
leadership in the first half and made the 
scratch,— one mile short 150 yards,— iu 
2.40; Xicdemann covered his 1500 yards iu 
2.49 ; and Turner completed his full mile, 
third in the race, in 2.57. Potter he had 
to work to catch; hut ho did it, and 
won the race with ease in 5.51 ; 
Potter, second; Tiedemann, third. The 
championship medal, previously held by 
Laurenceson, now goes to Turner, who in 
turn will be required to defend it next year.

Victoria's Lacrofso Club, to day, stands 
first in the race for the provincial champion- 
ship, and the wearers of the blue and white 
are "prood men the dee." 

When they took the field, yesterday, it 
was with stern determination not to let the 
thousands of spectators — for there were 
between two thousand and three thousand 
at Caledonia Park to see the game — witness 
the trailing of the home colors in the dust. 
They put on the best team the capital city 
has ever had to uphold its honor in the 
national game, and the match which 
fullowed showed the Westminster 
men that they have not the 
Victorias of last year to deal with this 
season, nor yet the Vancouver.-!. Strength- 
ened by the infusion of Eastern Canadian 
blood, "our boys" showed a stone wall de- 
fence, a busy and useful centre, and an eu- 
erget ic attack. 

Tiie Caledonia Park, where tho match 
was played, held two thousand people be- 
fore three- o'clock; the trees outside the 
fence contained a few hundred enthusiasts, 
who still kept a watchful eye on the four- 
bit pieces, and a long line of carriages 
ranged along the fences per- 
mitted the occupants to enjoy 
an uninterrupted view of the best match 
ever played here, free gratis for nothing — 
without charge. The Hand of H.M.S. War- 
spite, engaged by the homo club, held a 
position near the grand stand, while t lie 
Royal Artillery band, which accompanied 
the excursionists from Westminster, was 
posted near the dancing platform. Alter- 
nately they discoursed good music, during 
the day. 

At 3:15, the field otlicials had been 
agreed on — A. E. Suckling, of Vancouver, 
referee ; R. Eekardt, of Seattle, and F. 
Anderson, of Vancouver, umpires, and 
Woods and Taylor, time keepers. The 
teams lined up a moment later 
in the order published in The Colonist of 
yesterday, and at 3.21) the ball was faced.

Never before have the Straits of San Juan 
de Fuuii been so crowded with yachts as 
they were yesterday afternoon, and never 
before has such a beautiful sight been pre- 
sented to the eyrs of Victorians as when 
the whole face of the calm water fronting 
Beacon Hill was dotted picturesquely with 
the white-winged beauties that had as- 
sembled from all adjacent harbors to con- 
tent the sailing races. It was a most un- 
fortunate thing that not until the matches 
were over did very many of the great 
crowds on Beacon Hill know any thing about 
them, lor undoubtedly there has been o.n«l 
will be nothing in the whole celebration that 
will present a more beautiful appearance 
than did those Hying birds of the ocean ns 
they swept in graceful order around tho 
course proscribed. 

A good many of the yachts were, 
as has before been stated, visitors from the 
other side and therefore theso races, like 
most of the other contests throughout the 
day, were of an international nature that 
seemed to increase Ihe interest in the result 
tenfold. It is not pleasant, however, to 
have to chronicle the tact that the big race 
of the day was a triumph for the foreign 
boats, their superior sailing powers being 
easily manifest, and their tacking and gen- 
eral handling regarded us excellent. How- 
ever, it is seldom that small vessels like 
those from Anacortes and Whatcom would 
take the trouble to venture over to this 
coast in anything but easy weather and it 
is pleasing to know that tho pluck of their 
owners has met with some reward. 

The number of entries (22 in all) far 
eclipses the records of all previous years, 
and proves, beyond a doubt, that our an- 
nual celebration is becoming better known, 
and its merits more appreciated. With the 
bright sun shining on their glistening sails, 
the boats looked like u small armada, as 
they filed round to the starting point, and 
hauled off for the gun fire that gave them 
permission to cross the line and go abend. 

The races did not start on programme 
time, owing to a few minor difficulties de- 
laying matters considerably. Below is a 
list of the events and winners :

PREMATURE REJOICING. 

Some of the silver papers of the United 
States attach a great deal of importance to 
the countenance which the British Govern 
nient lias given to the international moue 
tnry conference. But they have no grouiul 
on which to congratulate themselves and 
their purty. The consent given by Lord 
Salisbury and Mr. Cnschcn was merely a 
matter of courtesy and complaisance. There 
arc no people in the world who are less in- 
clined to make changes in the currency than 
the British. They must bo well convinced 
that a change is urgently needed, and that 
its effects will ho sure to be beneficial befor 
they will consent to its being made. As to 
their giving the least aid and comfort to the 
men in the United States and elsewhere 
who are trying to give a fictitious value to 
silver, nothing is more improbable. They 
are conservative and prudent in all that re- 
lates to money matters. They utterly 
despise and detest the unscientific 
experiments which the silver specu- 
lators of the west are trying to make. 

The British representatives at the con- 
ference will, no doubt, be found leading a 
determined opposition to the changes that 
are proposed on this side of the Atlantic 
Such a revolutionary measure as the Free 
coinage of silver is opposed to the principles 
and the methods of British economists, and 
thoso who advocate it need expect no assist- 
ance, direct or indirect, from British busi- 
ness men. 



BANGED AT LAST. 

The world is well rid of Deeming. Tho 
wretch was not lit to live, lie was nothing 
more than a dangerous brute in human 
form. He was without affection and with 
•out pity. Ho took tho lives of his own 
wife and his own children [with apparently 
as little scruple as an ordinary man would 
put a troublesome cat and her kittens out 
of the way. The manner in which he met 
his death shows that the miscreant had not 
oven the poor virtue of physical court 
He had not [duel; enough to look death in 
the face, when ho himself was called upon 
to meet the mini King of Terrors. This is 
another proof that cruelty and courage 
do not go together. Men who 
would faint at the sight of blood 
an d timid women, who screamed when , 
mouse crossed their path, have met death 
a thousand times more heroically than this 
heartless monster, who could murder his 
innocent and helpless children in cold 
blood. 

Jt is said that tho man was insane. If to 
have a nature different from the vast ma- 
jority of human beings is to be insane, 
Deeming was indeed insane. There can be 
no doubt that his moral and intellectual or- 
ganization was abnormal. He did coolly 
and deliberately and without a touch of re- 
morse what very few human beings could, 
under any circumstances, be tempted to do. 
But Defining knew what he was about. 
Ho could reason and scheme and plan and 
dissemble. He seems never until the very last 
moment, when he was beside himself with 
fear, to have lost his presence of mind, lie 
appears in fact to have had a better com- 
mand of his faculties than most men of 
'.sound mind. No one who met him and 
conversed with him came to the conclusion 
that he was insane. 

It does not appear certain that he was 
Jack the Ripper, but that wretch if he was 
not Deeming must be just such another as 
Deeming — a cruel, cold-hearted, bloody- 
minded, monster who possessed brain power 
eUOUgll to devise means to hide his tracks 
and to evade his pursuers. We are almost 
sorry that it has not been proved th.it the 
Kipper and Deeming arc one and the s.vn e 
person, for it would be a relief to know that 
there are not two such murderous creatures 
in the world as Deeming and Jack the Hip- 
per. 

A CORRUPT AGE. 

A great deal is said in these days, and 
very properly, about parliamentary and 
official corruption. People are indignant 
when they see that men who have bcon 
elected to servo the public have used the 
positions to which they have been elevated 
to enrich themselves at the people's expense. 
It is humiliating to find that corruption ex- 
tends to the constituencies, and that there 
are many electors in these days and in this 
country who set a money value on their 
votes, and who sell them to the highest 
bidder. Tlio revelations of the election 
• courts do not lead to the conclusion that 
Canadian politics are as clean as they might 
be. The number of elections that arc 
voided on account of corrupt practices by 
principals and agents muBt convince every- 
one that tho tone of political morality is 
not so high as it ought to be, and that there 
13 in almost every part of the Dominion 
a uplo room for reformation. 

But the political condition of the country, 
bid as it is, is not without a parallel in the 
history of the people of Great Britain. 
There was a time, and that not so very long 
ago, when corruption was rampant both 
in the British Parliament and the British con- 



stituencies. Many curious facts are related 
in an article on "Somo Memorable Dissolu- 
tions" in the May number of the Nineteenth 
Century, by G. Burnett Smith. 

We are told in that article that in Eng- 
land, a little more than a hundred years ago, 
tho buying and selling of constituencies 
were open and shameless. So bold did the 
corruptioniata become that the Mayor and 
Aldermen of the city of Oxford wroto to 
their members that they could be re-elected 
if they would pay 537,500 to discharge the 
debts of the corporation, Men who would 
now be called millionaires, who hail made 
fortunes in the East and West Indies, 
"nabobs," regularly bought seats in Parlia- 
ment of brokei'3 who made u. business of 
selling them. They paid $lo,0()0, $20,000 
and $25,000 apiece for them. The famous 
Lord Chesterfield wanted to buy a seat for 
his bou and offered §12,500 for it, but the 
agent laughed at him and said lie could sell 
it for twice as much to one of the nabobs. 
The borough of Oxford and Sudbury publicly 
advertised itself for sale. The celebrated 
George Solwyn sold his borough of Ludger- 
shall for $45,000. In one constituency the 
voters formed themselves into a syndicate, 
agreeing to sell their votes for a lump sum 
to the highest bidder and then divide tho 
money among themselves. Because they 
had all things (political) in common, this 
syndicate irreverently called itself the 
" Christian Club." 

The election expenses of members in those 
days were simply enormous. The expenses 
of Lord Milton and Mr. Lascelles in con- 
testing Yorkshire amounted to £200,000 
sterling, or nearly a million dollars. The 
sum of L'0I,OUO was subscribed for the elec- 
tion of Mr. Wilberforce, but it was not ex- 
pended. Lords Northampton, Halifax and 
Spencer contested Northampton. The elec- 
tors in that contest must have had a high 
old time. They drank all the champagne at 
Lord Spencer's residence, and when they 
were offered claret refused to drink the sour 
stuff, and went off to Castlo Ashhy, Lord 
Northampton's seat, to try the quality 
of the wine there. The result of 
the poll at this election was re- 
markable. Although there were in the 
constituency only OHO electors 1,149 votes 
were polled. Some of the electors evidently 
voted doublo as well as saw double. The 
expenses of the election and the petition — 
for the election was contested — amounted 
to $350,000. 

But it was not the electors alone who 
were bribed in those days. Sir Robert 
Walpole, who whs Prime Minister, was the 
prince of corruptionists. Ho is the British 
statesman to whom is attributed tho saying, 
" Every man has his price." Anil it is well 
known that he acted upon the principle 
contained in the aphorism. In the election 
of 1734 he spent no less than £00,000 of his 
private fortune. His very loyal supporters 
at the close of the session frequently receiv- 
ed from him sums varying from .C500 to 
£1,000. He at one time boasted that ho 
carried a difficult measure through the 
House of Commons at an expense of only 
i'OOO. So general was corruption in those 
days, and so openly was it practised, that 
Royalty itself did not escape the contami- 
nation. W riting to Lord North tho King 
is represented as saying: " [f the Duke' of 
Northumberland requires some gold pills 
for the election it would be wiong not to 
satisfy him." 

The people of Great Britain passed 
through that era of corruption without be- 
ing completely demoralized. They, in 
fact, saw the injury corrupt practices were 
inflicting on the body politic, and they, by 
degrees, put an end to them. Very littlo 
is now heard of corruption in Great Britain. 
All its leading public men are literally 
above suspicion, and, owing to the rigid en- 
forcement of good laws, bribery is almost, 
if not wholly, unk-nuwu in election con- 
tests. The knowledge of this should pre- 
vent the lovers of honest government in 
Canada from despairing. What has been 
done in Great Britain can be done in Can- 
ada. Everything, however, depends upon 
the people themselves. If they really want 
purity in politics, they can, by continuous 
and earnest exertion, accomplish their pur- 
pose. 

AN IMPORTANT MISSION. 

We learn that Lord Lothian, Secretary 
for Scotland, cabled the Provincial Govern- 
ment a few days ago urging the importance 
of the Premier's being present in London 
about the 15th of .lime, presumably in con- 
nection with the Crofter and Deep Sea 
Fishery schemes. Accordingly the Hon. 
Mr. Robson, accompanied by Mrs. Robson 
and his private secretary, leave 
for the East on Thursday. Mr. Robson ex- 
pects to remain in Ottawa a day or two 
and to be in New York on the 4th of next 
month, on which day one of the Ocean 
steamships sails for Europe. We 
hope and expect that the Premier 
will succeed in making advantageous 
arrangements with both the British Govern- 
ment and the Commercial Company, and 
that having performed that good work to 
his own satisfaction and to the satisfaction 
of the people of this province, he will re- 
turn homo to take up his residence as our 
next Governor in Carey Castle. Mr. Hob- 
son has earned a rest, ho deserves well 
of the people of British Columbia, and his 
elevation to the Governorship will, we fed 
piitc sure, meet with their cordial appro- 
bation.

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DBOWNED AT THE GOUGE, 



Inquest ou the Jiodies of Two of the 
Victims of the Ac- 
cident. 



Finding of the Body of North —Fun- 
eral Arrangements For 
Today. 



An inquc3t ivas yesterday morning hold 
on the bodies of Joseph [Jolly, compositor 
in the Colonist office, and George Sharpe, 
stoker, H. M. S. Warspite, who wero 
drowned on Thursday evening ut the Gorge. 
Coroner Morrison empanelled the following 
jury. Messrs. William Cullin, J. M, 
Cowper, Henry Rutland, William George 
Lawson, John Tolligh and William Gilles- 
pie. The evidence elicited substantially 
corroborated the account of the accident as 
given in the Colonist. The only new fea- 
ture is that when the first Warspite man 
went overboard his companion, North, 
jumped in after him, and that Kelly olso 
plunged in to the rescue. The inference is 
that the trio went down together, the 
drowning man clinging to those who 
sacrificed their livds to save 
him. This theory of the drowning is also 
borno out by the fact that the bodies were 
found in close proximity. As already re- 
ported, the bodies of Kelly and Sharpe were 
found on Sunday , and yesterday the body of 
North was picked up by the searching party 
of the Warspite. There will bo no inquest 
on the body of North, us ho has been lully 
identified ua one of the party who look the 
■fatal trip in the little boat. 

On examination it was found that the 
body of Sharpe was elaborately tatooed. 
On the 'left arm there is pricked into the 
flesh the representation of a burial urn, over 
which an angel is keeping guard, and in- 
scribed : "To the memory of my brother." 
There uro also a heart, a crucifix aud the 
initials of the deceased relative. The right 
arm is also profusely tatooed, bearing a 
cross, a heart an anchor and the British 
flag. The bodies of the three men ure well 
preserved, and easily identified. 

Walter A. Kurtz deposed to having been 
one of the party. Ho aud Kelly wero the 
original occupants of the boat, and at the 
Gorge they got out at the Victoria Gardens 
landing. At Marshall's they met with 
Sharpe and North, whom they undertook 
to row to a point near the Four Mile House 
where theysaidthey weregoing. Theystart- 
cd at a quarter to seven o'clock, Sharpe tak- 
ing the oara. As soon as they got to Cruig- 
flower Bridge, and had accidentally run 
ashore, witness took the oara at the bow. 
Sharpe took the stern seat and Kelly the 
steering ropes, but the rudder soon after- 
wards became unshipped, and witness ad- 
vised Kelly to take it out and put it in his 
lap. North was anxious to get at the helm, 
and in doing so went overboard. Sharpe 
immediately put his foot on the side of the 
boat, then unsteady, and took a dive after 
hia companion, and Kelly followed the ex- 
ample — both intending to rescue the man 
who had gone overboard. The boat upset, 
witness went under, and came up at the 
side opposite from that at which ho had 
fallen. " I thee looked around," said 
he, " first taking hold of the keel, and saw 
the three, I should judge, about ten feet 
apart aud about thirty feet from the boat 
(which was ubout forty yards from the 
shore), swimming well. I turned over. 
Before doing so, I said 'Good-bye, boys, 
I am gone.' I took the painter of the boat 
uud put it in my mouth, and started for the 
opposite shore, towing tho boat after me, 
with the intention Unit, if I thought myself 
going dowu, I could turii round and grab 
the boat. When within about five feet 
from the shore, I was perfectly conscious 
that I was going down, and did go down — 
unable to make sufficient efl'ort to save my- 
self — hut it was shallow there, and I struck 
bottom, With that new life seemed to 
come to me, as I found that I was in but 
four feet of water— up to my waist." He 
then shouted for the others, but received 
no answer, whereupon lie hauled tho boat 
ashore, and started off for the other side, 
thinking that the others were safe there, 
" But," lie continued, " before getting 
""there, 1 could see the bubbles 
on the water, o.n ! then it- was that I had 
fears they were drowned." Paddling to the 
bridge with one oar, ho found a response to 
his cries for help from some young men at 
Mr. Parker's, aim a vain search was made 
for the thrco other occupants of the boat. 
Witness fully identified the bodies of 
Kelly and Sharpe. 

Thomas Deasy, Chief of the Victoria Fire 
Department, deposed to the finding of the 
body of Kelly, which he recognized. De- 
ceased was a member of the Young Men's 
institute of this city. 

Provincial Constable McNeill gave evi- 
dence as to searching the bodies in the un- 
dertaker's parlors, in the pockets of Kel- 
ly's clothing were found an English sover- 
eign, §5.60 in silver, a silver watch, and a 
bankbook, (Bauk of British Columbia,) 
showing that on May 19th, §.'10 hadjbeeu 
deposited. On Sharpe'- person were found 
70 cents in silver, a wutch and ring. 

Several witnesses were examined who 
identified the body of Sharpe. He was u 
stoker on board H M.S. Warspite, a, mar- 
ried man and a native of Kent, England. 

The jury found that the deceased came 
by their deaths by the accidental upsetting 
of a boat. 

The funerals will take place this morning. 
Sharpe and North will be interred at the 
Naval Burial ground, Bsquimalt, and Kelly 
at the Rou Bay Cemetery. The former 
funerals will be conducted by the Navy, 
and the latter will be haid under the aus- 
pices of the Young Men's Institute and the 
Typographical Union. K«eh of the uity

By a 
special aourier, who arrived this afternoon, 
tho Queen was informed that her illustrious 
grandson was in a fainting fit for four hours, 
from 1 to 5 a.m., on Friday, und that the 
court physicians ut ono time feared that ho 
would not como out of tho ordeal alive. 
The greatest consternation reigned at Pots- 



dam when these facts wero made known there 
his sickness occurring in Russia. 

On Friday morning hia physicians held 
a consultation, and it was their recommend- 
ation, it is understood, that if tho Emperor 
wishes to prolong his life he must tempo- 
rarily resign control of the government and 
retire for a long sojourn to the Swisa moun- 
tains, iu absolute freedom from all Btato 
business. After tho doctors had their say, 
the Kaiser sent for Chancellor Caprivi and 
tho latter suggested a six months' regency 
by Prince Henry. Caprivi made his sug- 
gestions with considerable reluctance, as ho 
ia deeply attached to the Kaiser, but this 
very reluctance led the ruler to consider 
tho idea favorably. Ho said he would try 
to tako his projected yachting trip and if 
this did not restore his health ho would 
yield to a regency.

Lord Salisbury's Easy Indifference— 
.The Cause of Britain's Eco- 
nomic Troubles. 



Persia's Rejection of Russia's Proffered 
Loan— Case of Ex-Editor 
Hurlbnrt. 



London, May 22. — There is probably uo 
precedent for the easy indifference to poli- 
ties, shown by tho present Prima .Minister. 
Lord Salisbury is not only the Prime Min- 
ister—ho is lender of a yrcat party, or, per- 
haps, two parties, one greater than the 
other. The general election is at hand, yet 
this great party leader goes down to Hast- 
ings, and there dolivers a speech, one sec- 
tion of which is well adapted to throw the 
party into confusion. What he says office 
trado and a retaliatory tariff, is in direct 
hostility to the current of thought in this 
country, for at least a generation, and is 
not less hostile to the system, on which the 
business of England with foreign countries, 
is conducted. "There was nothing to pro- 
voke it. 

The immediate cause of tho most press- 
ing economical troubles in England is not 
free trade. Free trade ia Uie ultimate 
cause. The immediate causa is the sys- 
tematic assault of labor on capital. The 
dogmas of Oobden and Bright are still, to 
the great majority of Englishmen, tho ac- 
cepted way of saltation. Yon hear, now 
and then, a fitful splutter about fair trade, 
but it has hitherto come from men who 
have no hold on the public and no party be- 
hind them. It is not a question of practi- 
cal politics. There is not even a respecta- 
ble minority in the House of Commons for 
protection in any shape or form, or was not, 
yesterday. There is, moreover, a groat is- 
sue before the country and a multitude of 
minor ones, including on one side the whol 
Newcastle programme. On this great issue 
the country is presently to be asked to give 
judgment. It will be confused, 110 doubt, 
by the multitude of minor issues which were 
deliberately contrived in order to confuse in 
secret, still this is tho chief question to 1 
answered by every voter. 

" Do you or do you not wish tho empii 
broken up by giving home rule to Ireland ?" 

These are the circumstances in which 
Salisbury takes up the question of frei 
trade and presents it to thu already some- 
what muddled minds of his countrymen as 
ono that presses for an immediate answer. 
Tho first eil'ect of Salisbury's Hastings 
speech is a protest from his most powerful 
supporters in the press. 

The Times tells him that it is a mere 
dream to suppose that his ideas have any 
chance of acceptance. 

The Standard informs him that he had 
better have omitted that part of his speech, 
Other conservative journals do the same. 

This is quite enough to show how inipru 
dent the mauifesto is. Man, however, does 
not live by politics alone, and there ar 
signs in Salisbury's speech that, imprudent 
though it may be and terrifying to a mere 
politician, it is not light-hearted nor reck- 
less, nor a casual comment, but a well-con- 
sidered declaration.

Tud English find much comfort in the 
news that Persia has rejected the amiable 
oiler of Russia to lend hei £.300,000 for 
payment of English claims on account of 
tobacco concessions. Tobacco may not seem 
a momentous subject, but this is none the 
less a very considerable diplomatic triumph 
for England over Russia in Asia. The 
threatened and openly announced ascen- 
dency of Russia in Persia is, to say the least, 
postponed. Russia's domestic troublos 
with the Jews are not diminished. She is 
not encouraging, but discouraging immigra- 
tion, promising all the while to help Baron 
Hirsch and tying his hands with red tape. 



The public prosecutor's correspondence 
with the law officials stirs even the En- 
glish press to criticism. It seems probable 
that Sir Augustus Stephenson tried to ob- 
tain the documents impounded by the 
court which heard the case of Evelyn 
against Hurlburt, and had he obtained them 
he woidd have prosecuted Hurlburt for per- 
jury in rather less than seven months after 
the perjury was, as he thought, committed 
The judges treated the public prosecutor as 
an interloper who had no business to be 
meddling with their affairs. They did not 
want to screen Hurlburt, but they hid 
made rules and enforced them in an official 
way which ought not to he possible. Sir 
Augustus does not explain how the issue of 
the warrant against Hurlburt became 
known or how it happened that the paper 
which Hurlburt formerly edited in New 
York gave him warning just in time to al- 
low him to escape.

San Francisco, May 23.— The U. S. Mar- 
shal made another arrest in the Umatilla 
smuggling case this evening. The steamer 
was due on Saturday morning, and to an- 
ticipate the getting ashore of the dope that 
was on hoard Customs House Inspectors 
went as far as Point Reyes on a tug to meet 
her. When she was searohed about 8 1,000 
worth of opium was found in the Port Town- 
send baggage. This was seized and a watch 
placed on the other stuff. This morning H. 
Chaffey, who keeps a lodging house, scut 
down a check for two trunks to the wharf. 
They were taken to his place, and two cus- 
tom house inspectors followed. When 
opened the trunks were shown to contain 
about $5,000 worth of contraband opium. 
The drug was at once seized, and Chaffey 
was arrested and held in $5,000 bonds. 
Chatl'ey's explanation was "jA man who 
gave his name as S. Simpson came to me 
yesterday, and he gave me checks for tho 
trunks after engaging his room. I sent for 
the trunks and had them brought to my 
lodging house. That is all I know about 
them. Simpson said he oarne from Eureka 
on the steamer Pomona, which arrived yes- 
terday."
